The outcome of 
these gatherings was tho expres- 
sion of a majority opinion in fa- 
vour ot a positive approach to 
the IU5, which should include an 
attempt to come to somo^.iinder- 
standlng with that international 
organisation on tho basis of the 
thirteen points. 

"It Is now necOK.snry to carry 
out some evaluation of these 
points and to test their current 
validity. Soon this problem must 
fare tho SEC, and a statement of 
.McGill's position must be made," 
said Ilrian Goodwin, chairman of 
tho NFCUS committee. 

This meeting is to serve to In- 
troduce the problem, and to expose 
the difficulties Involved.

SAC Passes 
Constitutional 
Amendment 

Office of tho clialVman of tho 
Students' Athletics Council will 
bo thrown open to all male uudcr- 
grnduato students, subject to ap- 
proval by the Students Society. 

The Amendment to the consti- 
tution was passed by tho SAC at 
a special meeting Monday, and 
will be proposed to the students 
at a general Students Society 
meeting' \yednesdny, Feb, 17. 
Two-thirds majority ot a quorum 
of 300 are needed for amend- 
ment. 

Previously, tho position was 
open only to past members ot the 
sac's two subslduary councils — 
the Intercollegiate Athletic Coun- 
cil and . the Students Intramural 
Recreational Council. 

All members of tho SAC are 
past managers; those ot the SIIIC 
tho elected faculty representati- 
ves of tho undergraduate gocie- 
ties. Members ot the SAC are not 
eligible to run. ' 
This iiietliod lias been in 
vogue sinct! ll).")!), when a Kcii- 
ernl slinkciiji of tlin Ktudrnts 
Hoclcly took place. Prior, tho 
clinlrmnn of llio SAC was nut 
inrlnded on the Society. 

In IW.'îO, it wns voted to In- 
clude (he rlmlrninn on tlie So* 
<lfiy Huliject to certain con- 
ditions. 

During tho following three 
years, the chairman was elected 
by acclamation twice, while there 
were two candidates In 1952. Ed 
Crawford had the post in 1951, 
while Bob Cohen was elected by 
acclamation last year. 

PHOl'OSED OIIAXGF. ' 

The proposed change will del- 
eted section 4 of article VIII, and 
substitute for it section S. It pass- 
ed, a new section 5 would be In- 
serted: 

"Athletics — The Students' 
Athletics Council shall be a cons- 
tituted committee and shall be 
responsible to the Students Socie- 
ty; while being constitutionally 
accountable to the Athletics 
Board, and hence the Senate. < 
"The .Students' Society shall 
have three male representatives 
on tho Athletics Uoard. 

"(a) Tho Chairman ot the 
Students' Athletics Council, who 
shall be elected by tho male mem- 
bers ot the Society by ballot to 
hold office tor one year.

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Book Burning Spreads North 



Canadians who liave lately been loud 
in their denunciation of certain ills within 
the American social system have generally 
singled out "McCarthyist" and "Book- 
Burning:" tendencies below the border for 
their critical attacks. Without launching 
into the merits of such criticism, we vent- 
ure to say that we ijoped no cau.sb would 
ever arise for such criticism to spread 
north of the border. 

Mayor Claude Harrison of Victoria, 
British Columbia, and other citizens of that 
city, have, unfortunately, broken the ice. 
Recent reports stated that .Mayor Harrison 
intended to stage a lionfire of "subversive" 
books infesting the Victoria Public Lil)ra- 
ry. Other persons backed him up, including 
the librarian, who said that no books "in- 
citing the downtrndflcn worker to I'cvolt" 
should be tolerated in libraries. There is a 
distinct double meaning in her quotation. 
JIayor Harrison later said he was misquot- 
ed and that his intention was only to, of 
all incredibly silly things, burn "subversive" 
buoks in his own personal library. 

Casting the nonsense of this incident 
aside, we are faced with something that 
could become very serious. Other people in 



Canada arc presumably of the opinions of 
^layor Harrison. Such people could quite 
conceivably get into a position which would 
enable them to pass judgement on books 
pci'mittcd in public librsiries. From this it 
is but a step to citizens' committees camp- 
aigning against the store sale of certain 
books. 

Before going further with this grim- 
view of the future it should be pointed out 
thai tlie press and people of British Colum- 
bia resjionded so violently lo Mayor Harris- 
on's views (he was burned in effigy by 
Victoria College students) that Victoria's 
book burners arc now ensconced (safely, 
we hope) underground. 

To air the case against book burning 
here would be to recite stale lines; the case 
against book burning is merely the case 
for freedom. At this point in the history 
of humanity it can only be said that those 
who believe in freedom must constantly 
rise to fight when an attempt is made to 
limit it. British Columbians have done so. 
Let us hope that we shall do the same, 
should it become necessary here.

Quebec Vs. Freedom 



To thoRO nf 118 who liave been following 
J/entB In this province, It is bcuoniing apparent 
that a great struggle Is In the offing, and thut 
the lines nf battle are already ticing formed — 
a struggle that will in the final outcome change 
the face of Quebec beyond recognition for at 
, least the next ten yenrs. 

Within the fIrBt weel< of Rlttlngs of the pro- 
Tinclal leglHlnturo this ynar, three bills were 
presented that marked the first blows for a 
piternaiistic autocracy. First of alt, the govern- 
'ment amended the Freedom of Worship act in 
■Ucb a way as to steal away the rights that the 
Supromn Court recently awardnd tlip Wllnnspcs nf 
Jehovah. Worded In such a way as to appear tho 
most general of legislation, thlu amendment is as 
obviously directed against an unpopulr minority 
as any of Premier Malan's Apartheid laws. The 
Qnly real difference between the^Quebec legisla- 
ture and the South African Parilaiuont, is that 
Malan is opposptl hy a militant opposition, wliilt» 
in Quebec the Liberal Party lin«, for reasons of 
political expediency, sold out tlirir high sounding 
principles and voted with the government party. 

Then came the other two bills. Dill 19 ha.s 
the effect of decertifying any trade union in the 
province that has even ONE cnmmuntsi in an 
executive or organizational position. The decision 
as to who or what Is a communist -is left tip to 
the Attorney-General, the lionornble Mr. Duples- 
sls, who has conslstaiitly refused to define tiif> 
term. Speaking on this bill, lie paid "We don't 
need a definition of Contmuiilsni, wo all know 
what it means and wc love the labour unions 
too much not to protect them against that type 
of cancer." Tho hypocrisy of the man! Wc nil 
know too well whnt undefined legislation against 
communists can iiiran a weapon for the riglit 
wing to batter all liberal and socialist oppo.sitinn. 



Bill 20, another labour law, would decertify 
any trade union in the public services that would 
go on strike. Besides that, it is purposely made' 
retroactive in order ta defeat the case that the 
Catholic Teacher's Union is presently fightiug 
before the I'rlvy Council. 

What Is happening in the province ? 

Tho signs are ominous, and we must prepare 
ourselves for a reign of "benevolent" reactionary 
legislation that will squelch all forceful opposi- 
tion to the uncnntroUcd power of big business, 
religious pressure groupa, and anything else the 
government rnriy fpels, in their righteous patern- 
alism, would be good for the poor sheep-like 
people nf the province. 

It might appear to many of us who depend 
solely on the papers for our news that there is 
no opposition to all this. In one respect this Is 
true — the government party has virtually bought 
all newspapers In the province with a very few 
notable exceptions. No memlier of the Free Press 
dares speak out today, if they want to continue 
ipaking profits on advertisements. 

But the trade unions are acting. Last week 
they converged on Quebec City to present their 
protests to the M.L.A.s, only to find them all out 
of town. They are not discouraged — we doubt 
very much if they expected any "other kind of 
treatment from these so-called representatives of 
the people. In the meantime, trade unionists are 
working night and day turning out newspnperi», 
pamphlets, and leaflets, to make the people of 
the province nware of the conflict. 

As time goes on, we, as students, arc going 
to he forced lo take sides on this question. While 
fundamental freedoms are being destroyed in the 
province, we can never he free. The opportunity 
to speak out will lionn be with us, and we dnrc 
not full to take advantage of it.
